Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

3. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Laub 
(U.S. Patent No. 2,941,530). 

4. Concerning claim 1 , Laub discloses a compressible plunger for a hypodermic 
syringe (Figs. 1-6) comprising a body (30) with a distal end (31) in contact with 
medication disposed within a cylinder (1 1), a sealing periphery (34) in contact with the 
interior surface of the cylinder (1 1 ), and a proximal end (35). Further, there is a core 
(39) of metal or other hard and non-flexible material to provide rigidity disposed in a 
central cavity (37) of the body (30) between the distal (31 ) and proximal (35) ends. With 
respect to claim 2, the core (39) is completely encapsulated within the body (30) (Fig. 
4). Regarding claim 3, the body (30) comprises a plug (35, 36) which seals an interior 
hollow. Concerning claims 4-8, the core (39) is equidistant from the body distal (31) and 
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2, lines 48-49), and extends about 75% of
